It  was  a  sad  day  for  hiLsslons  when 
the  Foreign  Mission  Council  of  North 
America  voted  to  merge  with  seven 
othet  inter-church  councils  to  create 
an  American  “super-church" — the 
National  *  Council  of  Churches  of 
Christ  in  the  United  States  of  Amer¬ 
ica. 

To  the  uninitiated  the  move  may 
seem  to  be  a  great  ecumenical  tri¬ 
umph  but  to  the  strict  evangelical 
who  has  observed  and  studied  the 
trends  in  this  field  for  the  past  forty 
years  it  means  only  further  apostasy 
and  the  weakening  of  the  Christian 
crusade  for  souls  in  heathen  lands.

Nashville,  Tenn.  —  (BP)  —  The 
Executive  Committee  has  apolnted  a 
committee  of  three  to  make  a  study 
of  the  possibility .  of  setting  up  a 
central  acounting  system  for  the 
Convention  agencies.  The  move  came 
AS  a  recommendation  of  the  admini¬ 
strative  committee  at  the  annual 
organization  meeting  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee.  The  committee  con¬ 
sists  of  E.  L.  Compere,  A.  J.  Mon- 
crlef,  Jr.,  and  Ralph  P.  Baylor,  chair¬ 
man. 

On  recommeiuiation  of  the  admini¬ 
strative  committee  the  Executive 
Committee  also  voted:  (1)  To  Umlt 
borrowing  of  funds  by  Conventiem 
agencies  to  three  years.  (2)  Return 


$1700  received  from  a  Virginia  man 
last  January  because  of  some  ques¬ 
tion  by  the  family  and  lawyer  of  t^e 
donor.  (3)  To  give  Merrill  D.  Moore 
full  administrative  authority  during 
the  abseime  of  Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall 
from  the  United  States  this  year.  (Dr. 
McCaU  will  partic4>ate  in  the  foreign 
mission  ceatennlal  celebration  in 
Africa  and  a  preaching  mission  in 
Japan.)  (4)  To  designate  Walter 
Pope  Binns  to  take  J.  R.  Noffsinger’s 
place,  resigned,  on  the  Public  Affairs 
Commission.  (5)  To  designate  Q.  C. 
Hodge  of  Biloxi,  Miss.,  to  take  the 
place  of  Mr.  Ed  B]rrd,  who  had  moved 
from  the  state,  on  the  Social  Service 
Commission.

Wake  Forest,  N.  C.  —  (BP)  —  Dr. 
Harold  W,  Tribble,  president.  Andover 
Newton  Seminary,  Newton  Center, 
Mass.,  has  been  elected  new  presi¬ 
dent  of  Wake  Forest  College.  There 
is  little  doubt  that  he  will  accept.  ‘ 

Tribble  was  bom  at  Charlottesville, 
Va..  but  spent  most  of  his  boyhood  in 
Florida.  He  received  a  B.  A.  Degree 
from  Richmoivd  College  in  1919,  Th. 
D.  from  Southern  Seminary  in  1925, 
and  a  Ph.  D.  from  University  of  Edin¬ 
burg  in  1937.  He  studied  also  in  the 
University  of  Bonn  and  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Basel. 

Ordained  in  1919,  Tribble  pastored 
churches  in  Kentucliy  while  a  student 
in  Southern  Seminary.  He  served  as 
teacher  and  professor  in  Southern 
from  1920-1947.  He  has  been  at  An¬ 
dover  Newton  since  1947. 

Tribble  is  expected  to  assume  of¬ 
fice  before  the  fall  semes^r.  One  of 
the  major  tasks  facing  him  is  re¬ 
moval  of  Wake  Forest  to  its  rvew  un¬ 
developed  site  in  Winston-Salem.

877,237  during  1949,  and  of  this 
amount  that  $1,978,500  has  been 
turned  right  back  into  denomina¬ 
tional  work  through  Educational  and 
promotional  work,  appre^riations  to 
agencies  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  and  state  convention,  and 
Into  future  operations  of  the  Board. 

Br.  T.  L.  Holcomb  was  re-elected  as 
Executive  Secretary — Treasurer,  and 
begun  his  sixteenth  year.  During

Newspapers  Did  Nfot 
Print  This 

The  manufacturers  of  clg^cttes 
spend  many  millions  of  dollars  in 
newspapers  and  magaslnes  advertis¬ 
ing  every  year.  Therefore  it  is  quite 
natural  that  thU  item  wlU  not  get 
to  the  American  public  through  their 
cofumns. 

The  Federal  Trade  Commission  has 
Just  completed  an  intensive  study  of 
the  effecU  of  cigarette  smoking.  The 
findings,  as  published  in  UNITED 
STATES  NEWS  and  WORLD  REPORT 
(April  14,  1950,  pp.  21-22)  points  out, 
among  other  facts,  the  following: 

“Smoke  from  a  cigarette  is  found 
to  contain  carbon  dioxide,  carbon

Nashville,  Tenn. —  (BP)  — The 
Executive  Committee  has  appointed  a 
special  committee  to  study  division  of 
the  1951  capital  iMeds  funds.  The 
move  came  when  several  proposals 
for  division  were  offered  at  the  an¬ 
nual  meeting,  none  of  which  were 
completely  satisfactory. 

The  problem  was  how  to  follow  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  instruc¬ 
tions  at  Chicago  to  find  $300,000 
capital  needs  funds  for  the  new 
Southern  Seminary  and  sufficient 
funds  estimated  at  $150,000  for  the 
Oolden  Gate  Seminary  without  either 

(1)  upsetting  the  capital  needs  distri¬ 
bution  *plan  followed  since  1945,  or 

(2)  raising  the  capital  needs  budget 
from  $2  1-2  to  $3  million. 

Changing  the  present  capital  needs 
distribution  plan,  according  to  some, 
would  seriously  hamper  building  pro¬ 
grams  projected  when  the  plan  was 
launched  five  years  ago.  Raising  the 


capital  needs  budget  from  $2  1-2  to 
$3  million,  according  to  others,  would 
alter  the  foreign  missions  prospects 
for  advance.  (The  1951  $10  million 
budget  is  divided:  (a)  first  $4  1-2 
million  for  current  needs,  with  for¬ 
eign  missions  getting  50  per  cent;  (b) 
next  $2  1-2  millions  for  capital  needs 
divided  percentage  wise  on  the  basis 
of  the  1945  survey;  and  (e)  last  $S 
million  going  to  foreign  missions.) 

The  Executive  Committee  also  ask¬ 
ed  the  special  committee  to  restudy 
all  matters  relating  to  the  capital 
needs  of  the  agencies  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

The  special  committee  consists  of 
Dr.  H.  W.  Tiffany,  Virginia,  chair¬ 
man;  Dr.  W,  Boyd  Hunt,  Texas;  Dr. 
Louie  D.  Newton.  Georgia;  Rev.  J.  W. 
Storer,  Oklahoma;  George  B.  Fraser, 
Washington,  D.  C.  A  report  is  expect¬ 
ed  at  the  next  Executive  Conunitteo 
meeting  December  13  and  14.

What  will  happen  when  the  super- 
church  begins  to  function  is  that  more 
and  more  authority  for  policy  and 
program  arlll  be  transferred  from  de¬ 
nominational  boards  to  the  super¬ 
church  mission  authorities  In  Hew 
Tork.  These  authorities  will  be  de¬ 
votees  of  the  philosophy  of  missions 
set  up  by  Dr.  Hocking  and  his  aides 
some  years  ago  in  Rethlnglng  Mis¬ 
sions  and  their  decisions  will  reflect 
that  philosophy.  The  freedom  which 
missionaries  on  the  field  have  for¬ 
merly  enjoyed  as  full  partners  in 
the  work  and  the  judgements  of  the 
several  missions  as  a  determinant  of 
policy  and  program  will  gradually  be 
lost  In  ecumenical  flats  from  New 
York. 

All  this  will  be  denied  by  the  powers 
that  be.*  But  we  have  lived  long 
enough  to  know  beyond  the  perad- 
venture  of  a  doubt  just  how  these 
things  eventuate.  We  drop  a  tear  to 
the  memory  of  the  great  missionary 
executives  and  leaders  of  the  past 
and  yet — we  take  new  courage  as  we 
see  a  new  generation  rebuilding  the 
real  missionary  enterprize  in  the 
Evangelical  Foreign  Missions  Associa¬ 
tion. — United  Evangelical  Action.

monoxide,  (a  poison),  nicotine  (an¬ 
other  poison),  amonla,  tars,  resins 
and  formic  acid.  .  .  there  Is  little 
difference  among  brands  in  regard 
to  nicotine,  tar  or  resin  content. 

“The  only  physiological  effect 
cigarette  smoking  can  have  upon  di¬ 
gestion,  If  It  has  any  at  all.  is  harm¬ 
ful.  .  .  One  cannot  smoke  as  many 
cigarettes  as  he  likes  and  keep  in 
athletic  condition  because  of  the  ap¬ 
parent  adverse  action  upon  the  en¬ 
durance  and  energy." 

The  FTC  has  ordered  the  makers  of 
Camels  and  Old  Golds  not  to  ad¬ 
vertise  that  cigarettes  are  "easy  on 
the  throat,”  soothing  to  the  nerves 
or  less  harmful  than  other  brands. 
Proceedings  are  pending  against  the 
makers  of  Lucky  Strike,  Pall  Mall 
and  Phillip  Morris  cigarettes.  If  the 
FTC  gets  its  way  no  manufacturer 
can  claim  that  cigarettes  are  good  for 
smokers.

Significant  action  In  last  week's 
meeting  was  the  allcxaitlon  of  $350,- 
000  for  the  opening  of  Glorletta  As¬ 
sembly;  the  promise  that  If  business 
conditions  continue  as  they  are  now 
that  a  10  per  cent  Increase  will  be 
made  to  State  Mission  Boards  for 
next  year  (Mississippi  receives  $16,000 
as  an  outright  grant  this  year);  and 
the  adoption  of  a  comprehensive  re¬ 
tirement  program  under  the  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board  which  completely 
covers  ‘not  only  all  employees  In 
Nashville  but  those  In  the  book  stores 
as  well. 

In  a  summary  released  last  week, 
any  individual  or  church  Is  able  to 
see  exactly  what  happens  to  $100 
spent  for  literature  or  supplies  from 
the  Sunday  School  Board  or  a  Baptist 
Book  Store.  $63  01  Is  the  'cost  of 
manufacturing  goods  for  sale  and 
$4.39  pays  the  cost  of  distributing 
the  g(X)d8;  General  and  Administra¬ 
tive  expense  is  only  $9.37,  while  $14.06 
is  re-distributed  to  denominational 
agencies.  The  remaining  $9.17  is  an 
addition  to  capital  investment 
(buildings,  expansion,  etc.) 

God  has  Indeed  blessed  the  work 
of  the  Sunday  Sidiool  Board,  and 
every  Southern  Baptist  can  be  proud 
of  his  part  as  he  purchases  literature 
frewn  the  Board  or  makes  any  pur¬ 
chase  from  the  Baptist  Book  Store.

When  the 
writer  wu  a  boy,  he  seldom,  If  ever, 
heard  preaching  about  God’s  clahns 
upon  a  person’s  material  possessions. 
Possibly,  the  putors  did  preach  It, 
but,  if  they  did,  it  wun’t  remember¬ 
ed,  if  they  had 

Money  Preacher 

'  Every  sincere  man  of  God  hu  a 
horror  of  being  called  a  “money 
preacher.”  Some  preachers,  in  their 
seal  to  build  churches  or  to  in^reue 
their  church’s  mission  gifts,  have  had 
their  usefulness  diminished  when 
some  person  with  more  cleverness 
than  religion  hu  designated  them  u 
“money  preachers.” 

Many  preachers  have  leaned  over 
backward  in  the  matter  of  preachittg 
tithing  because  they  feared  that  they 
might  be  so  designated.  How  Satan 
and  Satan’s  emissaries  have  done 
their  work!  Cleverly,  sadlsticly, 
shrewdly,  men  have  been  muted  who 
should  have  been  “voices  of  God.” 
(Shall  we  ever  forget  the  urgency  in 
the  voice  of  Dr.  Truett  when  he  used 
to  say,  “Every  preacher  <^ht  to  be 
a  voice  for  God,  a  voice  for  God,  a 
voice  for  God!”) 

Gospel  Preaching 
Satan’s  emissaries  have  caused 
good  men  to  quail  before  them  when 
they  have  said,  “Why  don’t  preachers 
quit  talking  about  money  and  preach 
the  gospel.”  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a 
man  can’t  preach  the  full  gospel  un¬ 
less  he  preaches  on  the  stewardship 
of  material  possessions.  Someone  has 
said  that  one  out  of  every  six  verses 
in  Matthew,  Mark  and  Luke  have  to 
do  with  the  right  handling  of  ma¬ 
terial  goods.  There  is  more  in  the  New 
Testament  about  giving  than  any¬ 
thing  else.  Fifteen  of  Jesus’  thirty- 
eight  parables  deal  with  material 
possessions.  The  Bible,  u  a  whole,  re¬ 
fers  to  prayer  more  than  five  hun¬ 
dred  times,  to  faith  less  than  five 
hundred,  but  to  material  possessions 
more  than  one  thousand  times.  How 
can  a  man  preach  the  gospel  then  if 
he  does  not  present  Christ’s  claims 
®n  the  pocketbook? 

Prwl— DCS 

There  came  the  awakening  to 
Southern  Baptists  several  years  ago 
that  we  must  preach  the  tithe.  Bap¬ 
tists  everywhere  know  weM  that 
Christ  requires  the  ten-tenths  rather 
than  just  the  one-tenth.  We  know 
we  are  responsible  for  all  that  comes 
to  us.  Christ,  however,  put  his  stamp 
of  approval  upon  the  paying  of  the 
tithe  into  God’s  storehouse.  We  see 
the  paying  of  the  tithe  as  a  tangible 
plan  of  giving  that  a  practical  busi¬ 
ngs  man  “can  sink  hU  teeth  into.” 
There  are  no  “Ifs  and  buts”  here.  It 
is  an  easily  understood  plan.  One- 
tenth  of  a  dollar  is  ten  cents.  One- 
tenth  of  a  hundred  dollars  Is  ten 
dollars.  One-tenth  of  ten  thousand 
dollars  is  one  thousand  dollars.  “The 
tithe  is  the  Lord’s.”  No  argument,  no 
Wheedling,  no  maneuvering,  no  bud¬ 
get -balancing,  “The  tithe  is  the 
Lord’s.” 

Press  The  Battle 

More  territory  needs  to  be  gained. 
Millions  of  Baptists  aren’t  tlthers. 
What  can  we  do?  ’There  are  several 
things  that  oan  be  done.  First,  lei 


every  preacner  preacn  it.  Let  every 
group  of  deacons  practice  and  propa¬ 
gate  it.  Let  every  Sunday  School. 
Training  Union,  Brotherhood,  WMU 
worker  practice  it  and  present  it. 

Tlthers  Enlistment  Visitation 

Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall,  Dr.  MerrUl  D. 
Moore,  and  Dr.  Albert  McClellan  of 
the  Executive  Conunittee  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  have 
presented  us  with  a  very  tangible  and 
workable  approach  to  the  problem..

Dr.  MerrUl  D.  Moore,  Di¬ 
rector  of  Promotion,  who  possibly  has 
given  more  thought  to  the  detaUs  of 
the  program  than  anyone  else,  sug¬ 
gests  that  any  size  church  can  ef- 
flctlvely  put  over  the  project. 

Dr.  Moore  suggests,  “First,  order 
the  sample  packet  of  basic  took  for 
Tlthers  Enlistment  Visitation.

Dr.  E.  D.  Elliott 
Completes  25  Years 
In  The  Ministry 

R«r.  E.  D.  niiott,  pastor.  First 
Church,  Greenyllle,  last  week  cele¬ 
brated  hk  twenty  fifth  anniversary  la 
the  ministry. 

Born  in  Scotland,  be  served  in 
World  War  I.  Contemplating  Ameri¬ 
can  citizenship,  he  joined  the  U.  8. 
Army  in  1921,  where  serving  in  the 
Canal  Zone  he  was  converted  under 
the  influence  of  a  missionary  from 
the  Southern.  Baptist  Home  Mission 
Board.  While  he  was  there  he  was 
active  in  the  mission  work.  After 
2  1-2  years  in  the  Army,  and  with 
American  citizenship  papers,  he  left 
the  service  in  192S  and  entered  the 
New  Orleans  Seminary,  then  BBI. 

While  a  student  at  the  Seminary, 
he  served  the  half.-Ume  church  at 
Sunny  Hill,  La.  Here  be  met  and 
married  Miss  Willie  Pierce. 

In  1927  he  became  pastor  of  a 
mission  of  tber  First  Churcbf,  Boga- 
lusa,  which  later  became  Calvary 
Church.  During  hU  five-years  there, 
the  church  became  full-time. 

During  his  next  pastorate.  First 
Church,  Hamsnond,  La.,  a  large 
church  debt  was  paid  off  and  there 
was  a  large  Increase  in  membership. 

In  1942  Dr.  EUiott  was  again  in¬ 
ducted  into  the  Army,  and  served 
three  years  in  the  Southwest  Pacific 
as  a  chaplain.  Upon  discharge  in 
November,  1945,  he  accepted  the  call 
of  the  First  Church,  Greenville.

Refuse  Federal  Funds 
Far  Haspitals 

Birmingham,  Ala. —  (BP) — In  a 
four-hour  session  the  Birmingham 
Baptist  Association  voted  to  “refuse 
and  reject”  Hill-Burton  funds  offered 
for  enlargement  of  the  Birmingham 
Baptist  hospltak.  At  the  same  time 
the  Association  refused  to  surrender 
the  properties  to  a  self-perpetuating 
board  of  trustees. 

According  to  the  Alabama  Baptkt, 
"Laymen  took  the  lead  in  the  fight 
against  the  move  to  take  the  hospltak 
out  of  the  hands  of  the  Baptists, 
and  more  specifically  against  having 
an  institution  that  remained  property 
of  the  denomination  accepting,  or 
preparing  the  way  to  accept  Federal 
funds.  This  was  based  on  ‘the  tradi¬ 
tional  Baptist  stand  for  the  separa¬ 
tion  of  church  and  state.’ "

A  Basal  Need 

Jane  is  the  month  for  special 
emphasis  on  Christian  Education 
and  our  four  Mississippi  Baptist 
colleges. 

Out  of  these  schools  must  come 
the  leadership  of  our  churches  for 
the  future.  Their  convictions, 
their  interpretation^  their  atti¬ 
tudes,  their  emphasis  is  being  de- 
tcrniined  by  the  schools  and  by 
the  ideals  and  attitudes  of  U»e  pro¬ 
fessors  under  whose  influence 
they  study. 

How  strategic  therefore  in  onr 
Baptist  life  is  the  Christian  col¬ 
lege!  W’e  have  never  seen  a  time 
when  we  were  in  greater  need  erf 
a  stronger  educational  program 
thaa  now.  Every  distinctive  doc¬ 
trine  and  principle  for  which  we 
stand  is  nnder  attack.  Some  be- 
caose  of  lack  of  information  and 
conviction,  arc  yielding  to  these 
preasiues.  These  are  usually  con- 
acientious  CJiristiaos  who  either 
have  had  insufficient  teaching  or 
have  been  taught  in  schools  whick 
have  given  them  a  warped  con¬ 
ception  of  Rpptist  doctrinea,  prin¬ 
ciples,  and  organiaations. 

To  insure  the  future  stability  of 
our  Baptist  churches  and  the  ad¬ 
vance  program  of  Baptist  world 
miasions.  we  must  have  a  suf- 
Ticient  s«ipp}y  of  intelligent,  wrfl- 
biformcd,  fully-trained,  spirit- 
TiBed  lenders.  These  leaders  must 
lx  reemited  within  our  own  ranks 
and  taught  in  our  own  churches 


and  schools.  Therefore,  we  must 
rally  to  the  support,  both  spiritual

When  the  Nigerian  Centennial 
celebration  closes  on  August  18, 
exactly  one  hundred  years  will  have 
passed  since  Thomas  J.  Bowen, 
Southern  Baptist  missionary  pioneer 
in  Nigeria,  first  saw  Abeokuta  on  his 
first  trip  into  the  country  after  a 
small  coastal  vessel  had  landed  him 
at  Bagary  thirteen  days  before. 

Dr.  Josef  Nordenhaug’s  inaugura¬ 
tion  as  president  will  mark  the  first 
anniversary  of  the  European  semi¬ 
nary,  which  was  dedicated  September 
4-5,^  1949.  Dr.  Nordenhaug  plans  to 
leave  the  states  sometimes  in  August. 
Secretary  George  W.  Sadler,  acting 
president  during  the  past  year,  will 
return  to  headquarters  in  Richmond 
following  the  inauguration. 

The  Japan  Preaching  Mission  grew 
0ut  of  requests  for  it  from  both 
Southern  and  Japanese  Baptists.  It 
may  well  be  considered  an  invest¬ 
ment  rather  than  an  expenditure. 
Dr.  Cauthen  sUted  in  his  report  to 
the  June  meeting  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board.  Fifteen  Southern 
Baptist  pastors  and  members  of 
aouthwide  agencies  will  participate  in 
the  preaching  mission. 

Dr.  Baker  J.  Cauthen.  secretary  for 
the  Orient,  who  has  been  In  Rich¬ 
mond  since  February,  plans  to  return 
to  his  headquarters  in  Hong  Kong 
after  the  mission  in  Japan.  His 
family  will  remain  in  the  States  until 
November  and  then  Join  him  in  Hong 
Kong.

The  school  board  approved  a  ser¬ 
vice  which  wrlll  include  a  hymn  and  a 
Scripture  reading  In  which  a  Pro¬ 
testant  clergyman  and  a  rabbi  will 
participate,  despite  protests  from  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Edward  V.  Dargin,  pastor  of 
St.  Joseph’s  Roman  Catholic  chdrch 
here. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  objection  by  the 
bo*rd.  Jwebster  W.  Keefe,  schofrf 
principal,  wrote  to  Charles  A.  Brlnd, 
Jr.,  counsel  of  the  Department  of 
Education  of  New  York.  He  Indicated 
that  the  school  had  been  holding 
baccalaureate  services  for  twelve 
years  and  that  it  was  the  Intention 
of  the  Somers  board  to  continue  do¬ 
ing  so,  provided  no  state  statute  was 
broken. 

On  June  S,  the  school  board  direct¬ 
ed  Mr.  Keefe  to  proceed  with  a  bac¬ 
calaureate  service  that  would  include 
a  hymn,  “Oh  God  Our  Help;”  an  In¬ 
vocation;  a  Scripture  reading,  the 
Twenty-Third  Psahn;  and  a  benedic¬ 
tion.

According  to  Dr.  Dawson,  the  com¬ 
bined  membership  of  the  four  co¬ 
operating  Conventions  Is  more  than 
18  mlUlon.  ‘ 

He  said  the  function  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  is  "to  make  known  the  com¬ 
mon  mind  of  Baptists  on  public  af¬ 
fairs,  notably  their  contention  for 
complete  separation  of  church  and 
state,  with  full  religious  liberty  for 
all  individuals  and  rellgtous  groups." 

The  committee  was  formed  In  1939 
and  Is  the  only  organization  func¬ 
tioning  among  the  four  Baptist 
bodies.

The  frequent  observation  of  pastors 
in  civilian  churches  is  that  there  are 
few  unsaved  or  unreached  people  on 
their  church  fields.  This  Is  specially 
true  of  pastors  In  rural  and  small 
town  churches  where  the  Christian 
message  has  less  competition  than  in 
many  areas.  But  no  such  conditions 
exists  on  any  ship  or  station  In  the 
Navy.  Not  that  no  Christians  are  to 
be  found  there,  for  many  professing 
Chrlsitans  are  to  be  found  In  the 
Navy.  The  fact  is  that  the  per  centage 
of  Christians  and  non-Christians  in 
the  Navy  conforms  fairly  close  to 
that  of  the  country  at  large.  ’That 
means  that  usually  about  one  half 
the  personnel  on  'a  given  ship  or 
station  can  be  considered  to  be  pro¬ 
fessing  Christians  and  church  mem¬ 
bers,  but  that  still  leaves  about  one 
half  the  personnel  who  can  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  unsaved. 

Herein  lies  a  challenging  soul  win¬ 
ning  opportunity  for  the  Navy  Chap¬ 
lain.  When  It  Is  realized  that  the 
average  age  of  these  unsaved  men  is 
less  than  21  years  the  challenge  be¬ 
comes  greater.  It  means  that  as  a 
rule  they  are  not  yet  sin  hardened 
and  cynical,  and  also,  that  when  one 
of  them  Is  won  to  Christ,  not  only  Is 
a  soul  saved  but  a  life  as  welL  ’Those 
who  have  the  privilege  of  preaching 
to  these  men  are  dealing  with  one  of 
the  most  Important  age  groups  of  all.
